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| One, 'That he may have ſome farther time granted unto him 
for the Redemption of his Eftate. The Other, That the General 
Saving of the Kine his Right inthe former ACT may be Ex- 
plained ; and that the Earl's Eſtate which was a Mortgage in 
Blackwells hand, may not be abſolute in the Kings, nor inthe 
Lady Belbawens, but that the Earl may redeem his Eſtate, pay- 
ing what 15 juſtly duc upon it. 
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The Earl doth nor defire to prejudice the Kings Grant to the 
Lady Belhaven of Blackwells Debt, which ſhe may take out of 
Blackwells Eſtate. 


That the Earl of Clewvelands Eſtate is none of Blackzells, but 
only {g much Money as 1s due to Blackwell apon the Mortgage 
of it, which the Lady Belhaven may have, or any other upon 
whom His Majeftze pleaſcth to beſtow it, 


Sparrow the other Petitioner claims likewiſe under Black- 

well, ſo that his Cafe will bethe ſame , for if the Earl payes the 

Money due to Blackwell upon the Mortgage, all Alhgnments 
made by Blackwell to any perſon or perſons, are at an end. 


_ That if the Earl be not admitted to redeem his Eſtate, then 
the time given him in the A& will ſignifie nothing to him, for 
there will be nothing to redeem, if his Eſtate be taken from 
him ; the Conſequence of which will be, 'That the Earl will 
not have one penny of Eſtate left, nexher for his own Sub- 
ſiſtance, nor the Subſiſtance of his Son the Lord Wentworth's 
Child, nor any thing to farisfie very many Loyal Perſons to 


whom he 1s indebted upon Statutes, Judgments, and other 
DCCurities, |
